Unless some means is devised to- 
day to meet a salary payroll of ap- 
proximately $200,000 due to about 1.- 
200 public school teachers of Al- 
lanta, Monday morning will sce all t!e 
achools of the city closed until Jan- 
uary 1, when 1927 appropriations to 
meet the cost of school maintenance 

are available. 

Late Thursday only two legal 
courses were left open and, according 
to A, J. Orme, chairman of the city 
council finance committee, and T. K. 
Glenn, president of the Atlanta Clear- 
ing House association, both of these 
probably will prove ineffective to stave 
off the crisis that comes to a head 
today when the salaries are due. 

According to a ruling of City At- 
torney James I. Mayson handed 
down Thursday the issuance of scrip 
hy the city to meet the deficit would 
be illegal since one city council can- 
not be bound by the acts of another 
and in the event such a course were 
followed any citizen of the city could 
enjoin the payment of the scrip when 
due on January 1. 

Teachers Cannot Borrow. 

The other course, which was be- 
lieved for a time might be followed, 
that teachers in the schools could 
borrow money from the banks on their 
salaries, was declared by Mr. Glenn 
Thursday night to be clearly impos- 
sible for the same reasons that balked 
the issuance of scrip. He said that 
if instructors borrowed money on 


their salaries these could be repudiated 
by the school board, the school board 


could be enjoined from using 1927. 
appropriations to pay them and that 
the banks would have no recourse. 
Mr. Glenn said that the only course 
left open to meet the crisis was that 
individuakts could lend the city money 
to pay the salaries but that in the 
event they did they would be lending 
money with no protection if the city 
refused to appropriate money to pay 
the loans and that, in his opinion, < e 
individual indorsers of such = notes 
“could not be held legally for their pay- 
ment in which case the banks again 
would be left without recourse. He 
said that it was unlikely that Atlanta 
banks could lend money on either of 
these plans and declared that if any 
legal means are found whereby the 
hanks can lend the money and be pro- 
tected they will be glad to do so. 
Mr. Orme said last night that 
far as the finance committee of city 
eouncil is concerned there is nothing 
the city can do legally in the matter 
and that it is up to the school board

FIRE TUG’SENT

Off Coast. 


Savannah, Ga., October 1.--(7)— 
The American steamer New Britain 
in a radio message to the naval radio 
station here at 2:10 o’clock said fire 
that was discovered in her hold while 
300 miles off the Georgia coast was 
under control and that she was pro- 
ceeding towards Savannah or Charles- 
ton, S. C. The message said if the 
fire again got beyond control the 
steamer would. put in at Savannah. 
Otherwise its destination was Charles- 
ton, 


Norfolk, Va., September 30.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—-The American 
steamer New Britain is afire off the 
Jeorgia coast and is speeding toward 
Savannah, a radio message picked up 
here at 7:40 o’clock tonight from the 
steamer Firmore reported. 

The Firmore said she was then 14 
miles from the New Britain and the 
fire appeared serious, as flames were 
visible above the hatches. The mes- 
sage said the sender could not tell from 
that distance whether the fire was un- 
der control. The Firmore was crowd- 
ing on all steam to keep as close to 
the burning ship as possible, and both 
were headed toward Savannah. 

Making Eleven Knots. 

The Firmore reported in her mes- 
sage that the New Britain was mak- 
ing 11 knots and that she, the Fir- 
more, was making her best speed 
and steering a course almost parallel 
to that of the burning ship with the 
idea of slowly converging as the two 
ships sped on, The Firmore further 
reported that she would accompany 
the New Britain to Savannah, to be 
ready to take off her crew of 39 if it 
became mecessary. 

The naval communication office, 
which picked up the message from 
the Firmore, while communication gen- 
erally was shut down after the SOS 
was flashed by the New Britain, said 
the former ship said she would “take 
care of the New Britain.” Ships in 
this vicinity immediately resumed 
wireless operations, and the radio sta- 
tion was unable to further communi- 
cate with the Firmore to ascertain the 
progress of the burning vessel. 

The Firmore is an American ship 
and was last reported as sailing from 
Colon September 24 for Norfolk.

The Hague court, which was es- 
tablished in 1899 as a result of the 
first Hague peace conference, has no 
connection with the court of interna- 
tional justice at Geneva, which is an 
agency of the League of Nations and 
to which the senate voted adherence 
at the last session. 

Hughes will take up this position as 
a climax to a long public career, much 
of which has been devoted to study 
and participation im foreign affairs, 
most recently as secretary of state. In 
that office, Hughes was the prime 
mover for the limitation of arms con- 
ference here, in whose direction he 
had a leading part. 

He also was instrumental in influ- 
encing formulation of the Dawes plan. 
advancing the idea in a speech at 
New Haven. 

Hughes first became a_ national 
figure as reform governor of New 
York state. President Taft appvint- 
ed him to the supreme court, a position 
he relinquished to become republican 
candidate for president in 1916 again 
Woodrow Wilson. Hughes entered the 
cabinet of President Harding as sec- 
retary of state, and retired at the be- 
ginning of the new administration 
March 4, last year. 

The United States has been identi- | 
fied prominently with the court of 
arbitration at The Hague since its 
establishment. President Roosevelt 
was responsible for calling the second 
Hague peace conference which met in 
1903. and perfected the work of the 
first conference. Czar Nicholas II. of 
Russia, summoned the first confer- 
ence.

Sir Austen had arrived at Leghorn 
last night.

While it was known that Mus- 
solini and the British foreign sevretary 
were to engage in an important con- 
ference, the meeting place had been 
kept secret.

swarmed to the waterfront and Brit- 
ish and Italian flags appeared in all 
parts of the city. 

As Sir Austen stepped aboard the 
Giuliana he was met by Mussvlini, the 
meeting being unusually cordial. Lady 
Chamberlain then came aboard, Mus- 
solini kissing her hand. The visitors 
were guests of the premier at ltunch- 
eon, after which ‘the two statesmen 
retired for their talk.

MORTGAGE LOAN BANK 
CLOSED 10 LIQUDATE 


By vote of the board of directors 
of the Colonial Trust company, a 
mortgage loan bank operating at 37

bank had been turned over to the 


state banking department for liquida-

This action was taken so that a new 
corporation could be organized to take 
over assets of the institution and pay 
off depositors,. according to informa- 
tion made public by the banking de- 
partment. The company was organ- 
ized primarily to handle purchase 
money notes and other securities but 
was chartered under the state bank- 
ing laws and transacted a smal] bank? 
ing business, according to the depart- 
ment. It was stated that the company 
has deposits of approximately $150,000 
with assets of much greater value to 
cover these deposits. 

Officers of the company are J. 
Sam. Slicer, president; James ©. Wil- 
liams, R. A. Smythe and T. J. Nor- 
man, vice presidents, and H. T. Green, 
secretary and trust officer. 

It was stated at the state banking 
department that a recent examina- 


| tion of the company showed that the 
} capital had dropped to too low a fig- 


ure and the company was given until 
Wednesday to bring this amount up 
to the sum required by the department. ; 
A meeting of the board of directors 
was held Wednesday and it was de- 
cided to turn the assets over to the 
banking department for liquidation 
so that a new corporation could be 
organized to take over the assets and 
pay off the depositors. ; 
The banking department stated that 
it was informed that the directors hope 
to organize the new company in two 
or three days and that arrangements 


will be made to pay off depositors in

HOLDER HITS ROAD 
AND Stri00L BONDS 


Ocilla, Ga., September 30.—Vizor- 
ously attacking the proposed state 
bond issues for highways and educa- 
tion, John N. Holder, candidate for
